Ireland or North Africa, 
where many Narberth men are serv- 
ing. 

Obviously, this is due to the diffi- 
cult mails, and it is planned to 
print later whatever additional 
letters come in after a sufficient 
number has accumulated.

Double Quota in 
Narberth Drive 

War Chest Workers 
Hear Director at 
Campaign Rally 

"The Narberth quota of the 
United War Chest is more than 
double that of 1942," Mrs. Robert P. 
Wetherald, Narberth director, told a 
meeting of -war chest workers to- 
night. 

"We will have to work twice as 
hard for it," she said. "Last year 
the United Charities Campaign set 
our quota at $2,200 and we turned 
in $2,500. This year Narberth has 
been asked to raise $4,600. I know 
we will do our Job as well as other 
communities which have increased 
quotas." 

The meeting, held in the auditor- 
ium of the Narberth Public School, 
Essex and Sabine aves., was at- 
tended by more than 170 volunteer 
workers from Narberth including 18 
captains and 150 solicitors. 

The captains reported to the 
meeting that substantial donat'ens 
to the chest already ha^e been 
made. 

An official film depicting the 
work of the war chest agencies 
was shown, and a short dramatic 
skit was given to demonstrate to 
the solicitors how and how not to 
appeal to prospective donors. 

The captains and their teams met 
to discuss their part in the drive 
and kits containing campaign liter- 
ature were distributed. Refresh' 
ments were served at the conclu- 
sion of the meeting. 

Mrs. Wetherald announced that 
Harry B. Wall, 217 Narberth av., 
has loaned the war chest two win- 
dows In his store, at 213 Narberth 
av., for advertising displays during 
the drive, which terminates Febru- 
ary 10.

Peace Preparations 

Must Lay Foundations 
Now Or. Reid Tells 
GOP Women 

"We must begin now to lay the 
foundations for a more stable order 
if we are to have lasting peace," 
said Dr. Helen Dwlght Reid, pro- 
fessor of Politics and Economics at 
Bryn Mawr College, speaking Tues- 
day at a meeting of the Lower 
Merion-Narberth Council of Repub- 
lican Women held In Haverford. 

Dr. Reid warned that "when the 
tune comes for the Peace Confer- 
ence, we must be prepared as to the 
line of action we want our govern- 
ment to take. The greatest need 
at present is the expansion of the 
structure of the United Nations or- 
ganization. 

"An Anglo-American dominated 
world is a dangerous proposal. It 
would mean an Anglo-American 
police force keeping everyone else 
in order. We would merely sit on 
the safety valve and wait for the 
explosion that would be another 
war," she predicted. 

Dr. Reid believes that World re- 
organization is too big for any of 
the proposed plans in existence to- 
day. She believes, however, that we 
should carefully study the merits of 
all these plans." We can devise the 
blueprint at a later stage," she said. 
"But we must face the fact 
that, the world is going to be or- 
ganized after this war is over. It 
will be organized with us, or with- 
out us, or against us. We must de- 
cide whether we will participate or 
be outsiders." 

Mrs. -Carl H. Zipf, Bryn Mawr, 
first vice-president and program 
chairman of the Council, presided 
in the absence of the President.

Installed in 1942 

With priorities on mahy building 
materials construction took a drop 
in Narberth Borough during the 
past year. 

There were 36 permits issued for 
operations costing $14,798. Fees 
charged on issuing these permits 
amounted to $80. Permits for 18 
oil burner permits were issued and 
these permits brought in fees 
amounting to $54. Most of the 
burners were installed during the 
first part of 1942 before the ration- 
ing of fuel oil became severe. 

A summary of the construction 
shows that 11 alterations were 
made; 5 garages erected, 1 permit 
issued for new windows, 18 new 
roofs and 1 permit for siding on a 
house. 



Most Arrests for

Vicomte du Marais 
Succumbs at 

President of T^arfeerth ; 
Fire Co. Was Boro 
Resident 41 Years " 

Marie Honore Louis Jean' Gabriel i 
Tristan, Vicomte Bourgeois dU:. 
Marais, president of the NaiberthA' 
Fire Company, died on Saturday at 
his home 131 Coulter av., Ardmore, 
after a long illness. He was 75. 

Son of the late Vicomte Bour- 
geois du Marais, Tristan du Marais 
was born in Saint-Quentin, France, 
on November 10, 1867. He spent his 
boyhood in Algeria, where his 
father had extensive plantations 
devoted to fig and wheat raising. 
When he was 15 he returned to 
finish his studies in Paris and 
London. 

In 1885, he came to this country 
to visit an aunt in Baltimore and 
decided to remain. He married a 
Baltimore girl, Miss Mary HewsOn 
Martin, and in 1892 came to Phila- 
delphia to live. Five years later 
they moved to Narberth where they 
made their home first on Forrest 
av. and later at 200 Woodside av., 
until 1938 when they moved to the 
Ardmore address. Vicomtesse du,- 
Marais and their son, Maurice, Of . 
Villanova, an attorney, survive him. 

Vicomte duMarais, who was for- 
merly associated with the William 
H. Horstmann Co. and J. J. Wyle & 
Co., of New York, was one of the 
founders and charter members Of 
the Narberth Fire Company In 1897 
and devoted himself to its interests 
throughout his lifetime. He was 
the first chief engineer of the Com- 
pany, serving in that capacity from 
1897 until 1909. From 1909 to 1922 
he served as trustee and vice presi- 
dent. In 1922, he succeeded Charles 
E. Kreamer as president and had

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OTHER SOURCES BESIDES MEAT 
FOR PROTEIN. IRON, VITAMINS 

While meat is essential in the diet because of its rich contri- 
bution of the B Vitamins, Thiamin, Riboflavin, Niacin, and also 
because of the protein and iron it supplies — the meal planner 
should remember that it is not alone from steaks and chops and 
roasts these excellent nutrients are obtained. Liver, beef, lamb, 
pork, turkey, leafy vegetables and whole grain cereals in addition 
to the vitamins all furnish that most important mineral — iron '— 
and turkey, chicken, liver, fish, cottage cheese and soy beans are 
highly satisfactory sources of protein as well as of iron. 

The protein obtained from meats, however, is different in 
composition from that furnished by plants, so in order to have, 
enough protein in the diet when vegetables are largely depended 
upon for this nutrient, a wide variety should be eaten, in order 
that the shortcomings of one may be supplemented by others. 
And in like manner, when meats are not served as often as former- 
ly,' vegetables containing iron should be eaten generously. 

Thiamin (Vitamin B-l ) is obtainable in whole grain cereals -*;•■ 
potatoes — all the dehydrated vegetables— leafy and other 
vegetables and most fruits. Whole grain cereals, most vegetables 
and most fruits also furnish Riboflavin ( Vitamin B-2 ) . Whole grain 
cereals, potatoes, green vegetables and many fruits supply Niacin. 
Milk, milk products and eggs are rich in Riboflavin also. 
When a housewife is informed on these essential points, she 
will not find it difficult to plan her meals so that all the necessary 
elements of nutrition are supplied.

However, no less than 26 of 

our states possess known but 
abandoned or undeveloped re- 
sources of rich iron ore, in de- 
posits large enough for econom- 
ical reduction to metallic iron 
in small furnaces close to the 
mine-sites, according to infor- 
mation presented to the House 
Steel Shortage Investigation 
Committee. Tire opening up of 
these widespread local sources 
of iron ore would provide an 
abundance of prime melting 
material and thus completely 
relieve the situation created by 
our recurrent shortage of scrap 
iron.

Raise it to normal when 
airing is completed.

In forced 
warm air systems with a return grill, it is ex- 
tremely important to keep this closed. 

5. Make sure your fireplace damper is 
closed when fireplace is not in use — fireplace 
chimneys can be extremely wasteful of heat. 
Damp off the coal fire, or turn the thermostat 
down, when the family is gathered around the 
fireplace. This will also save fuel. 

6. Don't heat your garage. It probably 
stays five to ten degrees warmer than the wea- 
ther outside, and if you have your motor pro- 
tected by anti-freeze, a heated garage is not 
essential. 

7. Weather strip doors and windows. 

8. Insulate with storm sash on doors and 
windows. 

9. Apply insulation in ceiling or attic. 

10. Blow insulation materials into spaces be- 
tween inside and outside walls.
